Kennedy intends to strengthen 
his position further by bringing 
his own men into all policy-mak- 
ing positions. The objective, 
Clifford explained, is to give the | 
President-to-be complete and full | 
control of the executive branch. 

The picture of the Kennedy 
Administration, as drawn by | 
Clifford, is one in which the 
President will take a much. 
greater hand in daily operations | 
and decision-making than has 
been true in the Eisenhower 
Administration. 


President Eisenhower has re- | 
lied heavily on staff work. Top | 


assistants have often repre- 
sented the President in dealing 
with other staff members. Under 
this scheme of operation, ‘the 
position of the assistant to the 


President, when it was occupied | 


by Sherman Adams, who later 
resigned under fire, was one of | 
great influence. 


Mr. Eisenhower frequently 
has followed the military. sys- 
tem under which proposed de- 
cisions have been drafted at 
lower levels and sent up 
through channels for approval 
or rejection by the President. 


Wants Contact With Staff. 


Clifford, who is Kennedy’s | 
liaison representative in deal-| 
ing with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, indicated that the 
Senator wants to keep in close 
personal contact with his execu- 
tive staff..The reason for not 
filling the post of presidential 
assistant, he went on, was that 
the President-elect did not want 
to set up “a man who would 
act between him and his staff.”’ 


A similar reason lies behind 
the decision in favor of a 
smaller White House staff in 
the new administration. Clifford 
said: 
not want a verv large staff 
there. He wanis to keep it 
small, and I believe in that way 
it brings him into not only 
greater contact with the staff,

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Nov, 22 (AP)—The Congo army 
forced Ghana's top diplomat to 
quit the country today after an 
all-night battle with United 
Nations troops, then went on a 
rampage. 

After Ghana Charge d'Affaires 
Nathaniel Welbeck left for home 
on a Soviet plane, the soldiers 
arrested and beat many U.N, 
officials in revenge for the death 
of their field commander, Col. J. 
Kokolo, in the battle. 

Some U.N. workers were 
hauled from their automobiles, 
others from their houses. Thirty 
were held at pistol point through- 
out the night. 

At least 12 officials were still 
held by the army after a day of 
futile efforts by the world or- 

ganization to gain their release. 


The United Nations issued a 
new warning that it would con- 
tinue to carry out its mandate 
to maintain order in the city. 
Machine guns were mounted in- 
side U. N. offices throughout 
this steaming, confused capital.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22—Pro-

Hearings on the 
were conducted in the last year 
by the Senate group. The hear- 
ings, many of which were closed 
to the public, dealt with the ade- 
quacy of the existing govern- 
ment structure to cope with the 
problems of the cold war. 

President Eisenhower is known 
to favor the super Cabinet post. 
He once considered asking Con- 
gress to create it for the late 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. The President still may 
recommend it publicly in a part- 
ing statement. 

As put forward in 
forms, the idea calls for a high- 
ranking deputy chief officer of 
the Government. He would re- 
lieve the President of many of 
his burdens, particularly in co- 
ordinating various agencies of 
government and in contacts with 
foreign officials. 


Advocated by Rockefeller. 


Governor Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler of New York was the leading 
advocate of the idea at the Sen- 
ate hearings. In 1955, former 
President Hoover made a simi- 
lar suggestion. President Eisen- 
hower’s Advisory Committee on 
Government Organization, of 
which Rockefeller was a mem- 
ber, studied variants of the pro- 
posal. 

Senator Henry M. 
(Dem.), Washington, chairman 
of the subcommittee, released 
the staff report.with this state- 
ment: ‘““‘The American govern- 
mental system has no place for

a first secretary of the Govern- 


ment.”’ 

Senator Jackson is chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. He was the choice of 
President-elect John F. Kennedy. 

The staff concluded in its re- 
port that if the proposals were 
adopted they ‘‘would not ease

The American governmental 
system “provides no alternative 
to relying upon the President as 
the judge and arbiter of the for- 
ward course of policy for his 
Administration,” the report said.

Prof. Richard Neustadt of Co- 
lumbia University was a special 
consultant to the staff in prepar- 
ing the report.

Two of the recommendations 
in the staff report appeared to 
be implicit criticisms of the Eis- 
enhower Administration. 

“There are better ways to or- 
ganize the presidency to -inter- 
vene flexibly, jmaginatively and 
fast where gaps in policy de- 
velopment or execution threaten 
to upset the President's cardinal 
objectives,” the report said. 

“This does not require new 
and elaborate staff offices or 
highly institutionalized interde- 
partmental committees. It calls 
rather for more discriminating 
use of able staff assistants right 
in the immediate office of the 
President himself who are alert” 
to trouble spots and sensitive to 
the President's own information 
needs.” 

Higher Standards Urged. 

Noting that there are “better 
Ways to attract and retain out- 
standing officials for both ap- 
pointive and career posts in the 
national security departments 
and agencies,” the report went 
on: 

“Poor decisions often result 
less from poor organization than 
from poor policy makers. This 
one thing which could do the 
most to improve national secur- 
ity policy, would be to raise the 
Standards of excellence among | 
career appointive officials.”

Reforms For Voting Rules 

The closeness of the recent elec- 
tion pinpoints the importance of 
modernizing archaic election laws 
which kept millions of good citi- 
zens from the polls through no 
fault of their own. 

The American Heritage Founda- 
tion hopes that the people now 
will consider the following suggest- 
ed reforms: 

1. Reduce state residence re- 
quirements for voting for President 
and Vice President to about 40 or 
60 days as in Ohio, Missouri and 
California and, to six months for 
other elections. 

2. Allow absentee voting by mail 
for all voters outside their county 
on election day. 

3. Extend absentee voting to 5.,- 
000,000 sick and hospitalized voters. 

4. Allow voters away from their 
states for long periods to register 
by mail—with careful precautions 
against fraud and heavy penalties 
for violations. 

5. Give the vote to 600,000 citi- 
zens of voting age in the District 
of Columbia. 

6. Literacy tests should be ob- 
jective, discrimination-proof and 
corrected according to answer-key. 

7. Remove election law require- 
ments from state constitutions be- 
cause of the difficulty of amending 
these constitutions. 

8. Permanent personal tax-free 
registration with central registra- 
tion facilities open throughout the 
year, general registration period to 
close not earlier than three weeks 
before election day. 

9. A shorter and simplified ballot 
with propositions and amendments 
stated in understandable language. 

19. Allow two days for voting as 
some European democracies do.

Only fresh difficulties can stem from the 
attack by Col. Joseph Mobutu’s Congolese 
army on United Nations troops guarding 
Ghana’s charge d’affairs, Nathaniel Welbeck. 
Whether Welbeck’s alleged activities on be- 
half of deposed Premier Lumumba warranted 
expulsion from the disordered country 1s a 
matter for adjudication. 

Yet when Mobutu acted in defiance of the 
U.N., he hardly helped himself and President 
Kasavubu whom he supports. Unaccustomed 
as the Congolese may be to the restraints bf 
self-government, it ought to be clear to them 
that they should co-operate with the U.N, 
after requesting its help in ending their gov- 
ernmental chaos. 

In dealing with these difficulties, Secretary 
General Hammarskjold should not have been 
compelled to tell the General Assembly's 
budget committee that the U.N. may be forced 
to “liquidate” its Congolese mission for ‘ack 
of funds. Yet the U.N. faces a deficit because 
the Russians and their satellites have unctu- 
ously announced that they will pay no part 
of the cost of “the dirty work in The Congo.” 

This is the most opportunistic and unwar- 
ranted sort of propaganda. It should be trans- 
parent to even the most naive representative 
of the new U.N. members whom it is deceit- 
fully calculated to impress. Time and again 
Russia has made self-serving use of the U.N., 
and it is utterly unlikely that it will deny 
itself the facilities of the international body. 
So win or lose, the least it can do is pay its 
dues. 

Lest this Russian play-acting actually should 
embarrass the U.N., the United States and 
other members might well extend to the 
Secretary General the $20,000,000 he believes 
necessary to carry on The Congo mission and 
other activities, and to balance its books for 
the year. This would demonstrate our sincere 
faith in international co-operation under law. 
It also would take the wind out of the Com- 
munist sails by showing that in the face of 
Russian intrigues in The Congo, we desire not 
selfish advantages but the quieting of a threat 
to peace. 

When suitable steps are taken to see to 
it that the Kremlin and its appendages pay 
their bills—as they eventually must—credit 
can be given to the United States and any 
other countries which might join in emer- 
gency support of the U.N., or the money 
can be paid back to them. The amount is 
relatively slight, especially in view of what is 
involved. That is nothing less than the pres- 
tige of the U.N,, its ability to carry out an 
accepted task.

Represent- 
ative Curtis, a lawyer, would not have at- 
tempted to bring the letter to President 
Eisenhower's attention had he not felt it re- 
flected on the entire CAB,

bring a little gaiety into a somewhat gloomy

Looking over the first issue took us back a 
few years, to the very early thirties, in fact, 
and the days of Twist’s predecessor, Dirge. In 
that period the editor was Sam Brightman, 
now the publicity director of the Democratic 
National Committee, and the cartoonist was 
Bill Vaughan, who conducts the Starbeams 
column for the Kansas City Star and other 
newspapers. Mr. Vaughn was attending high 
school at the time but since there were no 
willing artists at the university his efforts 
were welcome—and invaluable.

A Quieter Castro 

The remarkable aspect of Cuban and Rus- 
sian propaganda about American warships pa- 
trolling the Caribbean is not its violence but 
its comparative moderation. Radio Moscow 
denounces the “menace” but threatens no re- 
taliation. Cuba’s Raul Castro assails the 
United States but, for once, does not warn 
of Soviet rockets. 

Why is the alleged menace not, apparently. 
really so menacing even to these propagan- 
dists? We suspect that there are at ieast 
three reasons. 

One is that Cuba has no grounds for protest- 
ing against any kind of intervention. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ordered the naval patrols off 
Central America at the request of Guatemala 
and Nicaragua, to prevent Cuban arms sup- 
port of revolts in those countries. If there 
was any intervention, it was Cuban interven- 
tion—a point which the Organization of Amer- 
ican States may be expected to investigate. ' 

Having acted in the right, Mr. Eisenhower 
also acted strongly. Cuba certainly cannot 
accept a test of naval strength and Premier 
Khrushchev apparently does not want to risk 
war over an inter-American dispute if, indeed, 
he would risk war now for a better reason. 

Finally, it seems clear that the Castro-Com- 
munist alignment has a second front to fall 
back on where military plotting fails to ex- 
port the Cuban revolution. The second front 
is the more important. It is represented by 
the constant massive propaganda offensive 
aimed at capturing Latin American sympathy 


and weakening republican governments ‘rom 
within. 

United States warships can blockade Cuban 
arms but they cannot blockade ideas. The 
enduring challenge of this decade is to prove 
to doubtful Latin Americans that democratic 
processes will achieve the kind of social prog- 
réss that the revolutionaries only promise. 


To Work For Peace 


As Senator Kennedy enters a period of de- 
tailed conferences with his advisers on the 
transition from a Republican to a Democratic 
administration, he should be giving close at- 
tention to the problem of healing the wounds 
left by the election through the appointment 
of Republicans and top-level non-partisan ad- 
ministrators to key positions. 

We feel certain that Mr. Kennedy is aware 
of this problem, and that the experts “who 
are now conferring with him in Palm Beach 
are aware of it, too, We would urge them to 
seek the best men available for high govern- 
ment positions, regardless of party, and wz 
would urge Republicans to accept service in 
the new administration if they are asked ani 
if they can do so without compromising th ir 
party. 

It is necessary, of course, that Senator 
Kennedy obtain complete and full control of 
the executive branch through placing his own 
men in policy-making jobs. This is essential 
not only to implement his program; it is.the 
only way administration responsibility can be 
clearly established. 

There should not be an end to partisan- 
ship. The Democrats need a loyal opposition; 
our two-party system requires such a brake, 
Republicans will be preparing to reverse their 
1960 losses in 1964; they should be. Still, 
there are large areas, notably in defense and 
foreign relations, where non-partisanshi»v 
should be the rule. 

An ideal place for a demonstration of non- 
partisanship would be in a peace agency, 
which would be a new branch of the govern- 
ment established to pursue the goal of peace 
as the Pentagon pursues the objective of na- 
tional defense. This might be a division {f 
the State Department, or it could be a White 
House agency. Whatever the form, it should 
be staffed by persons of the highest caliber 
and furnished with adequate funds. 

Senator Kennedy is reported to be planning 
an announcement of his major appointments 
within a few days. Certainly the Thanksgiv- 
ing season should be an appropriate time to 
disclose his plans for seeking the peace that 
both presidential candidates set out as a pri- 
mary national goal. 


The Intruding Problem 

James Wadsworth, United States Ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, has taken a praise- 
worthy view of one major aspect of disarma- 


ment. That concerns the role of Communist 
China. Mr. Wadsworth said in a television 
interview: 


“If disarmament is not worldwide, it isn’t 
even worth talking about. That's realism. If 
you leave a land mass of that size totally with- 
out inspection and verification, and if you 
leave a government of that nature totally 
without obligation under a treaty, then you 
can’t expect very perfect disarmament.” 

Mr. Wadsworth stated a fact which is diffi- 
cult for many persons to accept. It is true 
that the actions of Red China do not recom- 
mend it for admission to the U.N. But if it is 
denied admission to the U.N., how can it be 
made a party to a disarmament agreement? 
This is a dilemma that the free world will 
have to resolve. 

It'is only one of many problems raised by 
the continued isolation of Red China, how- 
ever. Recently 172 persons of world renown 
petitioned the U.N. and each of the 99 mem- 
ber nations in behalf of “widespread, effective 
and voluntary use of medically sound and in- 
dividually acceptable birth control.” The 
group noted the population of the world is 
estimated at nearly three billion and that in- 
creases eventually would pose the danger of 
Starvation. 

What was not pointed out is that of the 
three billion perhaps 680 million are Chi- 
nese. Putting aside national policies and sec- 
tarian views on population limitation, it would 
seem foolhardy to seek smaller and older 
populations in the U.N. nations (which include 
the Soviet bloc) and do nothing about the 
proliferating Chinese. Leaders of Red China 
have.said 200 million Chinese would survive 
an H-bomb war that might well destroy the 
other major countries. 

Thus the problem of what to do about Red 
China continually intrudes; the new admin- 


istration sHould make a major effort to 
solve it. 


Japanese Election Returns 

The Japanese elections, which revolved to a 
considerable degree around Prime Minister 
[keda’s pro-Western policy, resulted in a 
victory for his conservative Liberal Demo- 
cratic party. But the party failed to gain the 
two-thirds majority in. parliament which it 
sought. The Left—the Socialists and the Com- 
munists—made significant gains. The middle- 
of-the-roaders lost out. 

_{keda’s partisans naturally read the elec- 
tion returns as a vindication of their alliance 
with the United States. Contrariwise, the So- 
Clalists interpret their gains as a clear sign 
of growing dissatisfaction with the pact. Since 
the clash over this issue precipitated riots 
even in the parliament and forced the can- 
cellation of President Eisenhower's visit to 
Japan, it remains to be seen how effective 
Ikeda can be. 

The growing strength of the opposition, of 
course, means still another diplomatic diffi- 
culty for the Kennedy Administration. er- 
haps more than most people, the Japanese are 
sensitive to the continued presence of foreign 
troops on their soil. So we shall have to strive 
harder than evet-to avoid offense. We should 
tactfully remind the Japanese that the se- 
curity pact is as much to their advantage as 
to ours. 

However disturbed Americans may be by 
volatile Japanese .politics, they do have a les- 
son for us in reducing the high cost of run- 
ning for public office. Candidates were lim- 
ited to the expenditure of a closely audited 
$2140. They were allowed to send out 15,000 
postcards at public expense, but no others. 
The government granted office-seekers two 


‘free radio appearances. Billboards were for- 


bidden and advertising was closely controlled. 
And so on. So we must concede that the 
Japanese are ahead of us in assuring fair play 
in pre-election campaigning. The next Con- 
gress should see to it that the United States 
catches up with Japan, |

A Healthier Outlook on Mental Illness 


Profession and Public Are Contributing to a Remarkable Progress

In the past decade an upsurge of in- 
terest in psychiatric therapy was car- 
ried over from World War Il. Tran- 
quilizer drugs produced probably 
their greatest benefits in the cases of 
long-term hospital patients. 

About this time, for the first time in 
history the resident populations of 
many public mental hospitals were 
slowly but steadily being reduced. For

first the tranquil- 
izing drugs were 
given credit. But it 
soon became ap- 
parent that other factors also were in- 
volved. In particular, these inejuded 
increased staffing and marked im- 
provement in the skills of attendants, 
psychiatric aides and. nursing assist- 
ants, 

After almost a hundred years, em 
phasis was again placed on the im- 
portance of improving the skills, knowl- 
edge and influence of the attendant 
who spends the most time with the pa- 
tient from day to day. 


The number of trainees incresséd. 
Many joined the staffs of public men- 
tal hospitals. In most medical schools, 
psychiatry became a major subject, 
to be taught in all four years. That 
produced a gradual increase in the 
numbers of psychiatrists in private 
practice. %

Considering these days of soft living and soft muscles, we 
pay tribute to the Missouri Walkways Association, a club of 
200 members devoted to the preservation and promotion of 
hiking in our area. This club celebrated its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary recently and honored members who were the trail 
blazers. 

According to Jeanne Brewer, Walkways historian, the 
Organization was started in 1935 when Ralph Mooney, Carl 
Johanboeke and the late Alfred H. Wyman aired their views 
on the joys of hiking in a program on radio station KSD and 
recruited enough hikers to form a club. 

The club’s early objective was to “‘lace the Ozark ridges 
with trails,” an ambitious aim never quite realized. However, 
the double red and blue triangle insignia of the association 
does mark many trails. Probably the best known is the Nicho- 
las Bell Trail, an eight-mile stretch in Forest Park which is 
still favorite terrain for Boy Scouts and other groups. 


In its early days, the Walkways had groups with- 
In the group—the Loons, who did crazy stunts on 
hikes, the Boots and Saddles group which rode horse- 
back part way, the We Can Take Its who went in for 
marathon hikes of 25 miles or more. Mileage is still 
accurately compiled for each member and whenever 
a member becomes a 100-miler, he is presented with a 
button. Some members have hiked as much as 300 
miles this year. 


The club sponsors four or more out-of-town hiking trips 
@ year, usually at state parks, and last September held a 
meeting with the Chicago Hiking Club. Officers are Howard 
Althoff, Ann Mathiesen, Betty Guitteau and Beatrice Holler- 
bach. Membership chairman Marjorie Krey (JE, 5-4448) will 
be glad to get calls from new, young vigorous prospective 
members.

DIETER VON WISLICZENY 
testified at his trial that the last 
time he saw Eichmann the latter 
said, “‘I will jump into my grave 
laughing because the fact that I 
have the death of 5,000,000 Jews 
on my conscience gives me ex- 
traordinary satisfaction!” 

Adolf Eichmann, at the age of 
39, now knew that the Third 
Reich which Hitler had said 
would endure for a thousand 
years was on the point of com- 
plete collapse. He would never 
be able to assume the title of 
World Commissar of Jews which 
Hitler had once promised him. 
He knew that the Gotterdamme- 
rung was near but in true 
Wagnerian fashion he wanted to 
make sure that there would be 
nothing left when he went. One 
of his last orders was to Rudolf 
Hoess, commander of the Ausch- 
witz concentration camp, to 
liquidate all inmates. His order 
read, ‘‘No one will walk out of 
Auschwitz. There is only one way 
they will leave — through the 
smokestacks.” 

When the Red Army ap- 
proached Budapest, Eichmann 
received an order, signed by 
Heinrich Mueller, to return im- 
mediately to Berlin. From there 
all SS officers were supposed 
to join the remnants of Grand 
Adm. Karl Doenitz’s army in 
Schleswig-Holstein. On the road 
to Berlin he stopped off at 
Theresienstadt camp in Czech- 
oslovakia, once the almost 
model Jewish state but now 
merely another liquidation cen- 
ter. Eichmann walked into the 
commandant’s office where a 
group of nervous officers had 
gathered. They were destroying 
all secret documents. 

Only a week before Eichmann 
had ordered four trainloads of 
Jews who had been working in 
German heavy industry to 
Theresienstadt to be gassed, but 
the Russian advance was so swift 
that the trains never reached 
their destination. Eichmann, 
pale, his eyes bloodshot from 
lack of sleep and heavy drinking, 
shook hands with the com- 
mandant and ordered everyone 
else out of the office. He and 
the commandant talked alone 
for nearly an hour. His staff car 
waited, but Eichmann never ap- 
peared. He slipped out a back 
door and vanished into the dark- 
ness which was to cloak him 
for the next 15 years. How did 
he spend those 15 years? De- 
tailed research, his own me- 
moirs, and interviews with many 
who saw him during that time, 
all combine to give an almost 
complete solution to the giant 
jigsaw puzzle of his escape and 
life in exile. 

He left the concentration camp 
April 11, 1945, intending to go to 
Berlin, but he soon learned that 
the Red Army was advancing 
upon the capital so he changed 
his plans and went to Alt Aussee, 
Austria. Two weeks later he met 
Obersturmbannfuehrer Wilhelm 
Hoettl, a former SS airector of 
intelligence in southeast Europe 
and Italy. Eichmann told him 
that he had gathered some 
remnants of German units sta- 
tioned in eastern Germany and 
some members of the SS and 
that he planned to organize them 
into a guerrilla band, and that 
he would command them. He 
told Hoettel that - they had 
gathered together enough mon- 
ey, food, and ammunition. He 
would establish his headquarters 
in the Austrian mountains he 
knew so well from his childhood 
and wait until the war was over. 

He was confident that shortly 
thereafter there would be war 
between the Allies and Russia, 
at which time his group of parti- 
sans would volunteer their serv- 
ices to either side as mercen- 
aries. He left for his mountain 
retreat. The men he had gath- 
ered did not take kindly to his 
leadership. They knew his 
record and they knew that if 
they were captured, even though 
most of them were combat sol- 
diers, their association with 
Eichmann would bring doom to 
them all. They held a meeting 

one night and told Eichmann 
bluntly that his very presence 
was jeopardizing them. 

He was forced to flee. With 
him went his adjutant, Jaenisch. 
The men he left behind him 
thought that Eichmann would 
use the poison capsule that he 
carried in a cavity of a tooth, 
but Eichmann had no intention 
of committing suicide. Confused 
and frightened, he went to Linz, 
where his family was living. He 
took his wife and children to 
Salzburg, where on May 5, 1945, 
he visited his old friend, Ernst 
Kaltenbrunner. Kaltenbrunner 
wanted no part of him. Eich- 
mann was hurt and puzzled. He 
said plaintively, “I just carried 
out the Fuhrer’s orders when I 
sent Jewish transports to con- 
centration camps for extermina- 
tion.”’ 

“That was your big mistake,” 
Kaltenbrunner answered. ‘‘You, 
the executor of those orders, 
will have to give your life for 
them.” 

After he left, Eichmann fi- 
nally realized the desperate 
plight he was in. He realized too 
that his presence could only en- 
danger his wife and three sons. 
When they parted, Eichmann 
gave his wife some money and 
he also gave her four cyanide 
capsules. 

“If the Russians arrive and 
discover who you are, you have 
no alternative, you must com- 


mit suicide. If the French arrive '

first,” he added, “use your own 
judgment, but if the British or 
Americans arrive first throw 
the capsules away."’ (He did not 
see his family again until 1952, 
when they joined him in Argen- 
tina.) 

The instinct for survival was 
strong in Adolf Eichmann. One 
of the first things he knew he 
had to do was to get rid of his 
name and rank. He managed to 
obtain the uniform of a Luft- 
waffe corporal and he took the 
name of Adolf Barth, for no 
other reason than that it was 
the first name that occurred to 
him. Adolf Barth was the name 
of the grocer who had served 
his family in Berlin. Now Eich- 
mann, still accompanied by 
Jaenisch, hitchhiked into Bav- 
aria, and in the region of Ulm 
they were taken prisoner by a 
patrol from Gen. Patton's Third 
Army. There was nothing in 
Eichmann’s behavior or bearing 
that gave his captors any rea- 
son to believe that he was any- 
thing other than an ordinary sol- 
dier. He and Jaenisch were 
marched to the nearest selection 
center for prisoners-of-war, Dag- 
gendorf. From there he was sent 
to Berndorf POW camp. When 
he was questioned he gave the 
name of Adolf Barth and when 
asked for his identity papers he 
stated that he had destroyed 
them in accordance with Ger- 
man military regulations. Soon 
after he was transferred to 
Rosenheim POW camp. 

Eichman had been clever in 
selecting the rank of corporal, 
though perhaps he would have 
been better treated had he taken 
the rank of an officer, but he 
realized that as an enlisted man 
he would not be scrutinized too 
closely. Under his left arm was 
tattooed his rank in the SS as 
well as his blood type. He was 
right. He was not closely ques- 
tioned nor was he given any 
physical examination that would 
disclose his SS insignia. 

From time to time the prisoner- 
of-war camp was visited by 
American intelligence officers. 
He was in constant fear that 
some other prisoner might rec- 
ognize him and tip off one of 
the Americans. 

His fears were realized. A fel- 
low prisoner recognized and re- 
ported him. However, meaning 
to take full advantage of the 
situation, he also approached 
Eichmann and offered to give 
him some information in ex- 
change for two cartons of ciga- 
rettes. Aware of the danger, 
Eichmann decided to escape 
from the camp—not a very diffi- 
cult feat, since the prisoners 
were not closely guarded and 
in addition they were well fed 
and well clothed and actually 
there wasn't any place to which 
they could escape. 


The same day two 12-ton 
trucks arrived from Czechoslo- 
vakia and stopped at Rosen- 
heim, Eichmann was assigned 
to load jerry cans of gas onto 
them. The next morning, when 
the roll was called at 6 a.m., 
Adolf Barth did not answer. 
He was on a truck, headed for 
Munich, 


Eichmann enjoyed two days of 
freedom but was again spotted 
by an American patrol. He gave 
himself up but this time he 
claimed that he was a lieuten- 
ant in the Waffen SS. Now if his 
tattooed insignia were discov- 
ered he would be accepted as 
a combat SS man..He was sent 
to an internment camp at Wei- 
den-Oberpfalz. This camp was 
much better organized. The pris- 
oners were divided into work 
companies to complete the build- 
ing of the camp and the roads 
around it. 

One part of the routine dis- 
turbed him. Once a week small 
groups of prisoners were put on 
a bus and taken to Ansbach for 
questioning. A great many of 
them never returned. In Decem- 
ber 1945, after five months at 
Oberdachstetten, Eichmann was 
put on the bus. Now, for the first 
time he knew what real des- 
perate fear was. All they had to 
do was strip him and see his 
tattooed 
and this would surely lead to his 
real identity. But to his amaze- 
ment his American interrogators 


identification marks, 


asked him only routine questions 
and ordered him to fill out an- 
other questionnaire. He was re- 
turned to Oberdachstetten. The 
same thing happened twice 
again, but each time the ques- 


tioning became sharper. 


Eichmann had made two 
friends at the camp, one an SS 
officer named Hans Feiersleben. 
He confided to him his desper- 
ate need to leave the camp, and 
Feiersleben was most co-opera- 
tive. He said that his brother 
was a forest ranger in northern 
Germany and that if Eichmann 
could reach him he could help 
him get a job at the lumber 
camp in Kohlenbach, located 
comfortably deep in a forest 
three miles from Everson. He 
gave Eichmann a letter of intro- 
duction to his brother. 

Next day, Jan. 25, 1946, Ejich- 
mann and another friend, Waf- 
fen SS Unterscharfuhrer Kurt 
Bauer, managed to escape while 
working on the road. Bauer knew 
Eichmann only under the name 
of Otto Heninger, but he did 
know that he had been an Ober- 
sturmbannfuhrer in the SS, and 
was therefore eager to serve him 
in any way he could. He told his 
friend that they could find ref- 
uge with his father and mother 
and sister, who lived in Prien- 
am Chiemsee. This they decided 
to do, but when they came in 
sight of the house they saw that 
an MP patrol was just entering 
it, obviously in search of Bauer. 

Bauer decided to leave the 
area without seeing his parents. 
He gave Heninger a letter to his 
sister Nellie, and the two part- 
ed, Bauer going to Munich. 

Nellie had married a man 
named Krawietz and was now a 
war widow, living with her par- 
ents in their apartment. It was 
she who opened the door to 
Heninger and received from him 
the letter from her brother Kurt. 
Eichmann, alias Heninger, who 
still retained his knack of fasci- 
nating women, made a good im- 
pression on her and was invited 
into the house, where the family 
had a long conversation with him 
about old times. The upshot was 
that he stayed with them for two 
days. Then Nellie found lodg- 
ings for him with a farmer not 
far from where they lived. There 
he remained for several weeks, 
seeing Nellie almost daily. 

In Prien, however, the Amer- 
ican military police were ac- 
tively searching for Nazi war 
criminals. Heninger expressed 
his bitterness at having to hide 
and occasionally showed his 
nervousness in the presence of 
military policemen. 

Heninger felt compelled to 
leave Prien and head north to 
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the forest where 


lumberjack 
Feiersleben was working. The 


dangerous part of the trip would 
be from Prien to Hamburg. He 


begged Nellie to go that far with 
him. “A couple will be less con- 
spicuous than a man traveling 
alone,”’ Heninger said 

Nellie agreed, the more read- 
ily since she wanted to see her 
brother Kurt in Munich. To- 


gether they traveled to Munich, 


and no one looked twice at this 
attractive and obviously devoted 


couple. There Heninger changed 


trains for Hamburg. 


On March 20, 1946, “Otto 
Heninger” walked boldly into 
the town hall of Everson and 
registered with Mayor Rick- 
mann, He said he was a mer- 
chant born on March 19, 196, 
in Breslau, that he was mar- 
ried, was a Protestant, and was 
seeking work, The Mayor ac- 
cepted this in good faith. ‘Otto 
Heninger” finally located For- 
est Ranger Feliersileben and 
delivered the letter. 


“If you are a friend of my 
brother I will do anything I 
can for you,” the ranger said. 
“Until now I had no idea wheth- 
er or not he was still alive.” 
Ranger Feiersleben persuaded 
the lumber firm of Bermann and 
Co, to give Eichmann a job as 
a lumberjack. Living was rather 
primitive in the barracks isolat- 
ed deep in the woods, but it was 
reasonably safe. Those who lived 
there called the community ‘‘the 
island.” The rangers and lum- 
berjacks had to lead the kind 
of monastic life to which Eich- 
mann had never been accus- 
tomed. There was only one 
woman in camp, a nurse named 
Ruth. The 12 lumberjacks, all 
war veterans, lived two in a 
room, and Eichmann was put in 
with Edward Tramer, today a 
mailman in the German postal 
system. Tramer, who had no 
idea of the real identity of ‘‘Otto 
Heninger,” 
vividly.

a good fellow. He was com- 
pletely honest. He divided our 
food portions and never gave 
me the worst of it. We gambled 
a lot at ‘Skat’ or twenty-one 
(card games), but Otto never 
gambled. He was very intelligent 
and he spoke with a slight Aus- 
trian accent. He always wore 
an old Wehrmacht uniform and 
a green Tyrolean hat. Except 
with me he was very reserved 
but always polite.

The lumber firm of Bermann 
and Co. went out of business 
and was taken over by Braun

and board by sawing and splicing 
logs, the humblest work he had 
ever performed in his life. Then 
he suggested that he be allowed 
to build a chicken coop in her 
ack yard and start a small 
chicken farm. The obliging Frau 
Lindhorst not only allowed him 
to do this but told him he could 
keep any profits he made. 

Otto Heininger and Nellie had 
kept up a steady correspondence. 
She had become devoted to him, 
and when he urged her to come 
and visit him, assuring her that 
it would not be dangerous and 
that his being a divorced man 
made it practicaly respectable, 
she agreed. On several occasions 
she came to Altensalrkoth, each 
time boarding at the home of 
Max Helms. 

Then one day Nellie Krawietz, 
who still lived in Prien, received 
a letter from Eichmann which 
must have dismayed her. He 
wrote thanking her for her kind- 
ness and help and saying that 
he had decided to cross the bor- 
der into the Russian zone to give 
himself up and offer his serv- 
ices to the Russians. “If you do 
not hear from me in four weeks 
write a cross over my name,” 
he ended plaintively. (Nellie 
never did hear from him again. 
In 1953 she met and married an 
American of German origin 
named George Kulen. She went 
to America with him and helped 
him run his delicatessen busi- 
ness in a Midwestern city. Now 
a widow, she still lives there.) 

The fiction that he would give 
himself up to the Russian m- 
thorities was one that Fichmann 
kept only for Nellie. He told 
Frau Lindhorst that he was go- 
ing to Norway or Sweden to take 
a job as an electrical engineer. 
Hans Feiersleben had escaped 
from the prisoner-of-war camp 
and had joined his brother, the 
forest ranger. When Eichmann 
left he gave his poultry to his 
friend Hans. “Otto Heninger” 
disappeared as suddenly as. he 
had arrived, and soon the coun- 
try village forgot about him.

' pears to be becoming more common, Maybe we are 
smarter about diagnosing it. Maybe it’s because we 
live longer—and the longer we live, the more chance 

_ there is of something getting out of kilter in our 
physical machinery. 

Maybe in this age of prosperity, sitting down too 
much, and getting fat, hiatus hernia is a reasonable 
result. In any event, obesity contributes to it. 


' What is this condition? Well, the diaphragm, of course, 
euts right across the body. It is a muscular “‘drumhead,”’ if 
you want to call it that, which helps us breathe, and, generally 
speaking, separates the abdomen from the chest region. 

Now the digestive tract, which runs ‘‘north and south’’ in- 
stead of crosswise, naturally has to pass through the dia- 
phragm. 

There can be some bulging or protrusion of part of the 
stomach or the gullet at this point where it passes through 
the diaphragm. This is a hiatus hernia, or hiatal hernia. There 
are varying terms for it. 


It can be minor, or it can be severe. It Is even 
possible for the trouble to come and go. (Then it is 
called a sliding hiatus hernia.) 

This is not the sort of thing that should terrify 
you, if your doctor says you have it, but neither 

’ should you just forget about it. 


A moderate or mild hiatus hernia may require little or no 


on a heart which already has been strained until it became 
enlarged. What else to do? If your blood pressure is high, 
medical treatment will help. Don’t expect the heart to return 
to normal size. But DO keep in mind that proper treatment 
(including normal weight) will make it possible for an en- 
larged heart to give you good service for years to come.
